Resolution Indorsing Acts of 
Central Body During 
Strike Is Adopted. 


MAJORITY EXPECTS TO WIN. 


, Nine members of the Cut Stone Con- 
tractors’ association were all that could be 
mustered at yesterday's meeting of that or- 
ganization in favor of withdrawing from the 
Building Contractors’ council. Their votes 
were cast in opposition t® those of fifty-one 
other members who went on record as in- 
dorsing the Bullding Contractors’ counct! in 
all its actions during the fight with the Build- 
ing Trades council. The vote was upon the 
following resolution, instead of the proposi- 
tion to secede from the central body: 

Resolved, That we hereby ratify and indorse 
the action of the Building Contractors’ council! in 
all matters up to the present time and vote them 
qur unanimous support. 

The meeting was marked by an unusually 
full attendance, the report that action was 
to be taken on the question of withdrawal 
arousing the membership of the association 
thoroughly. Out of a total strength of 
seventy-five members there were present at 
least seventy when the President, Alexander 
IF. Gibson, called the meeting to order. 


Led by August Larson. | 

In view of the gossip to the effect that 
great dissatisfaction existed among th 
members, it was decided to allow everybody 
an opportunity to discuss the question. It 
soon developed that the leader of the ele- 
ment favoring withdrawal from the Build- 
ing Contractors’ council was August Larson, 
a contractor whose brother, Charles Larson, 
is Secretary of the Stonecutters’ wnion, 
which is affiliated with the Building Trades 
council.’ 

The chief argument of those favoring with- 
dragval was that the Cut Stone Contractors’ 
association was not dependent upon affilia- 
tion with the Building Contractors’ associa- 
tion.

provided for in the contract dated Oct. 19, 
1804, was, “ according to expert investiga- 
tion and estimate, $16,198 a year, leaving a 
profit on the power af $63,302 per annum.”’ 


Various Dividends Paid. 
During the life of the North Chicago Elec- 
tric Street railway cempany, from 1804 to 
February, 1890, it paid dividends, according 
to the answer, of only $60,000; the Chicago 
Electric Transit company, from 1885 to Feb- 
ruary, 1899, paid dividends of only $60,000; 
and the North Side Electric Street railway 
company, from 1895 to February, 1899, paid 
only $30,000. It is averred that the last was 
not warranted, as the company incurred a 
deficit of $12,186 in order to make the divi- 
dend. The answer adds that none of the 
other seven companies ever earned or paid 
a dividend. 
Value of Stock Questioned. 
Passing on to the next count it is stated 
that the stock of the Consolidated company 
was never of any actual value; “ that a fic- 
titious market value therefor was created ”’ 
by the presentation to the New York Stock 
Exchange of “a false statement of the 
finances of the company,’ and that such 
false statement was made “for the pur- 
pose of giving a fictitious value to the stock.”’ 
The value to the Consolidated company of 
the rights and privileges granted to it under 
the operating agreement of Dec. 1, 1899, ac- 
cording to expert estimates and valuations 
quoted in the answer, is $325,050 at the pres- 
ent time. When the Consolidated company 
begins to use the lines now run by cable 
power the advantage will be an additional 
sum of $379,438. It is also estimated that the 
eash value of the contract for the furnishing 
of power by the North Chicago Electric rail- 
way. company to the North Chicago Street 
railroad company is $1,207,315. 
Ask Return of Large ~~ 
orth Chicago Street railroad com- 
aineraae the Union Traction company have 
paid to the North Chicago Electric com- 
pany and. the Consolidated company $417,375 
for electric power under the “illegal and 
fraudulent” contract dated Oct. 19, 1804, 
“all of which, together with interest, ex- 
cept about $68,000 (which represents the 
actual cost of such power), should be paid 
by the Consolidated company to the Union 
Traction company in case the court is of 
the opinion that the operating, agreement, 
dated Dec. 1, 1889, should be set aside.

COBURG, Aug. 4.—Emperor William ar- 
rived here at 11:30 a. m. to attend the funeral 
of the late Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. 
He was given a hearty reception by dense 
crowds awaiting him at all points along the ee 
route. 
As soon as the Emperor arrived at the 
castle the funeral cortége was immediately 
formed. The Emperor. walked in the first 
rank, between Duke Charles Edward anG + 
the Prince Regent. ‘The Prince of Wales, 
bet ween the Grand Duke of Hesse and Prince 
Ferdinand of Roumania, followed. Then 
came the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of 
York, and an endless procession of Princes 
and Dukes, representatives of German and 
foreign sovereigns and courts, naval and . 
military deputations, and officers of the 
ducal court. 
The cortége, entering St. Moritz's Church, 
took up places in the chancel. The church 
was draped in black, with hangings of em- 
broidered ermine. The gloom was relieved 
at intervals by green pine sprays and silver 
frieze, and the craped pillars were entwined — 
with fresh garlands. | 
_ From the organ loft a black velarium was 
suspended, with the arms and initials of the - 
dead Duke embroidered upon it tn silver. 
The, wreath sent by the dead Duke’s mother, 
Queen Victoria, whith was placed at the 
head of the coffin, was composed of scarlet 
geraniums, white stocks, and heliotrope in 
the scheme of the national colors, and bore : 
the simple and pathetic inscription: 4 
‘* From his sorrowing mother.” At the foot 3 
of the coffin lay a wreath of oak leaves, in- q 
scribed, “‘ From his three sisters.” a 
At the close of the simple funeral cere- 
monies the troops fired a salute from the 
Castle Square, after which the cortége re- 
turned to the castle.

Characterized as Insulting, Ungentie- 
manly, and Bad Losers—Boers Still 
Have Large Chance of Success in 
Opinion of the War Correspondent— 
Says He Does Not Fear the Threat- 
ened Consequences of His Sharp 

 Criticisms—News From Transvaal. 


York, Aug. 4.—[Special.}—Richard 
Harding Davis, after many months of cam- 
paigning with the English and Boer armies 
in south Africa, got back to New York to- 
day on the American liner New York. Mr. 
Davis is not exactly bubbling over with con- 
tempt for the English army officer, but he 
is pretty close to it. The English army offi- 
cer is, according to him, the worst possi- 
ble kind of a_loser. 

For the Boer he has nothing but praise. — 

* Here is the situation,’’ the war corre- 
spondent and novelist said: ‘‘ When General 
Roberts took Pretoria it was just as if a 
hostile force had marched up from New 
York and captured Albany without being 
able to take care of New York after they 
had achieved their plan. 

** All of the Boers at once fled to the hills, 
just as they could get into the Adirondacks 
from Albany. The Boers have enough pro- 
visions stored away in the hills to last them 
at least the year, and perhaps two years. 

“*The Boers are not beaten yet,’ Mr. 
Davis concluded, “ and their chan¢es of win- 
ning are as good now as they ever were. 
The English cannot afford to reduce their 
present forces in Africa.”” 


Davis Does Not Fear the English. 
Mr. Davis was informed that his criticism 
of the English officer had stirred up much 
feeling in London and that it was said there 
that he was afraid to pass through the Eng- 
lish capital on his way home, fearing that 


he would be challenged on all sides by dis- 
gruntled officers or used roughly by the Eng: 
lish people. : 

“It is true,” he said, “that I boarded 
the steamer at Cherbourg, but it was merely 
a matter of convenience. 

“ As a matter of fact, you know, the Eng- 
lishman is not the kind to fight/duels, and as 
for violence at the hands of a London mob, 
that is all rot. It is absurd. 

“All I have written or said about the 
English officer I stick to.’ 

_English Are Bad Losers. 

Mr. Davis continued: ‘‘ The whole trouble 
is that the English soldiers are bad losers, 
They told all kinds of stories. They charged 
the Boers with using poisoned bullets. One 
English prisoner at Pretoria had one of these 
bullets. It was covered with green stuff. 

“The English soldier showed it to Consul 
Hay, and young Hay laughed, put the bullet 
in his mouth, and scraped off the green 
stuff on his teeth. ‘ Bring me all of those 
you can find,” he said to the indignant Eng- 
lishman, ‘I like to eat that stuff.’ It wus 
nothing but grease. | 

‘I left the English army because I coulA 
not send out the truth, and then I went to 
Pretoria.” 

A magazine article just published, written 
by Davis, and describing what he saw in 
Pretoria, is what has aroused the English 
army officers to the fighting pitch against 


| him. 


Says British Officers Were Cads. 

The English officers, he said, were at first 
placed in the model school building at Pre- 
torla, and disgraced themselves by tearing 
up the childrens’ hool books, destroying 
the equipments of the place, and covering 
the walls with offensive caricatures of the 
Boers. 

Boer officers who went among them, Davis 
added, were openly insulted and treated 
most discourteously. Both English and 
Boer women told Mr. Davis that they found 
it impossible to pass the schoolhouse be- 
cause of the insulting remarks made by 
the English officers sitting in the veranda of 
the building. 

“ Every word of this is true,"’ ted Mr. 
Davis, and I stick to it.” 


Boers Derail American Train. | 
BLOEMFONTEIN, Aug. 4.~—A train, on

TO CODIFY INTERNATIONAL LAW, 


Congress in Paris Proposes Bureau 
for Gathering Statutes of All 
Nations. 
PARIS, Aug. 4.—The international con- 
gress of comparative law tdday accepted 
a resolution offered by Edmond Kelly, a 
United States delegate, providing that steps 
be taken by the various civilized countries 
to arrange for another gathering of inter- 
national delegates at Paris next year forthe 
purpose of considering the establishment in 
Paris of a central bureau, in which all na- 
tions shall be represented in order to as- 
semble there legislative acts, judicial de- 
cisions, and publish legal documents for 
the codification of the laws of all countries, 
and to study reforms so as to secure a uni- 
formity of legislation in the different coun- 
tries. The congress decided to appoint a 
committee of thirty delegates, which is ex- 
pected to reach some decision looking to this 
result.

The racing rules of the Inland Lake Yacht- 
pred association provide a simple classifica- 

on. 
ceeding twenty feet racing length. The 
second class is for those not exceeding 
seventeen feet racing } h. The racing 
length isgdeftrmined by adding. to the load 
waterline leng the square root of the 
sail area and dividing the sum by two. The 
rules de not specify any limit to the overall 
length or the load waterline length, but 
they do say that the total area of the main- 
sail and fore-triangle shall not exceed 500 
square feet in the first class nor 350 


of the mainsail must not exceed 80 per cent 
of the total area; also the area of the 
spinnaker, which is not inclided in the limit, 
must not exceed twice the area of the fore- 
triangle. 


Inland Yachts Craftily Designed. 

Now fora yacht:in the first class, or twen- 
ty-footer, canvased close to the limit—say, 
480 square feet of sail area—the load water- 
line length could not exceed eighteen feet, 
which is not nearly sufficient length to sail 
on. But the designer is not going to sacrifice 
a large percentage of sail area for the sake 
of increasing the length. He has learned 
a trick worth two of that. He builds a hull 
which Is long on deck and short on the water, 

‘and instead of bullding a hull with pointed 
bows and fined away at the stern he makes 
it square at each end, so that the boat re- 
sembles a floating platform; then when the 
boat is under way it sails on almost all its 
great overall length as it heels over. This 
construction necessitates a great ‘“ over- 
hang” fore and aft, and designers have kept 
on increasing this overhang until we now 
have twenty-footers twice as long over all as 
they are on the water. The short water line 
figures in the measurement of racing length, 
but the boat, unless running square before 
the wind with its canvas set wing-and-wing, 
sails on the full length of its side. 

This is one .of the methods of driving a 
coach and four through the rules without 
violating them at which yachtsmen and 
yacht designers are adepts. Another trick is 
to ‘* steal ’’ as many square feet of sail area 
as possible by having the leach of the main- 
sail cut convex, the sail being stiffened with 
light battens, whereas the measurer meas- 
ures a straight line between the outer points 
which he marks on the boom and gaff. The 
great overall length of these craft would bea 
detriment on account of the weight if strong- 
ly. constructed, but the hulls are so lightly 
built one can almost see them twist and 
squirm as they drive along the water. But 
is not the ingenuity of the American yacht 
designer and builder famous all around the 


world?

There must be a boatyard large enough to 
accommodate all the boats, with ways and 
tracks to haul out every boat, for these 
precious little racing machines are hauled 
up and trussed after each day’s race, The 
Town of Lake Geneva has given the public 
park as a camp for the crews, so that they 
may be handy to their boats, and tents will 


The Chicago and Northwestern railway 
transports all yachts free and carries the 
crews at half fare, which is quite a factor 
in increasing the. number of contestants, 
especially for the open races on the first 
day of the regatta, for which a club Is al- 
lowed to enter more than one representa- 
tive. The Lake Geneva Yacht club puts 
up handsome cups as prizes for these races, 
which are quite apart from the champlon- 
‘ship events, 
How the Races Are Arranged. 

The contest for each championship cup 
is amanged in this-way: .There-are three 
races in which all the yachts entered—one 
only for each club—may compete. ]f the 
same yacht wins all three that settles it, and 
that yacht is declared winner of the cup. If 
one yacht wins two races and another 
yacht wins one, these two race against each 
other until one of them has three races to 
its credit. If three different yachts each 
‘win one of the trial races, these three then 
sail one race to decide which takes the 
champtonship and cup. 

One of the difficulties of holding the re- 
gatta on Lake Geneva is the large number 
of large steam yachts on the lake, not to 
mention the smaller power craft. To keep 
a clear course requires no little tact and 
energy, and the task will be assigned to a 
patrol captain with three assistants, each 
being the owner of a large steam yacht. 
Also it ts a hard lake on which to get a 
good triangular course unless the wind is 
from a certain direction. 

Five judges are required by the rules, and 
the following quartet already have been se- 
lected;. Dr. G. 8. Isham of Lake Geneva 
Yacht club, W. P. Coleman of Milwaukee 
Yacht club; W. 8S. Morton of White Bear

past. During that entire time armed watch- 


endeavored to solve the mystery of strange 
manifestations in the house of Mrs, Celeste 
Lemasters, only to be driven at last panic- 
stricken from the scene, Farmers who have 


had to pass the house in which the rappings 
were heard have gone far out of their way 
And now, as in the case of the |

Made all the mysterious noises which. terri- 


fied her neighbors by tapping on a board. — 
‘Up to's month ago the Shelby County 
farmers lived a prosaic, matter of fact life. 
and had small time or care to think of such 
things as ghosts—albeit .Brown County, 
where they are often seen, is but twenty 
miles away. Ina little more than a day from 
‘the first of the rappings they were confirmed 
believerg in the *‘ spook "’ that was infesting 
their neighborhood. And today they are 
all explaining to each other how entirely 
‘they Knhéw all along that the thing was a 
“ fake,” and are trying to account for their 
recent fear of the haunted house. 


SCENE OF THE GHOST HUNT. 


Mrs. Celeste Lemasters, widow of James 
Otis Lemasters, lives by herself in a sub- 
stantial. two-story farm house on a cross 
road eight miles south of Shelbyville, be- 
‘tween the Norristown and Columbus pikes. 
Back of the house extends her large farm, 
ohne of the choicest in the county. On the 
west side of the dwelling less than a stone's 
throw away runs @ smal) brook, whose high 
bank is covered with shrubbery, through 
which one can approach unseen to within 
@ short distance of the house. Large and 
well-built barns and sheds adjoin the house, 
and on the east, in the same lot, half con- 
cealed by flowering plants and lilac bushes, 
is the cottage of James Stark, a colored 
man, who works the farm for Mrs, Lemas- 
ters. 


About a month ago Mrs. Lemasters first 


‘told Jamés Stark of a mysterious visitor 


who was rapping on the house and who- 
could not be seen when the door was opened. 


‘According to ‘her stdry ‘a péédifar triple: 
rap on the door had been followed by, a 


hard slam'‘on the sideboarding. Opening 
the door she found no one. Again and again 
this occurred and the poor woman was} ac- 
eording to her story, prevented from sleep- 
ing. At last she determined to catch the

N. Y., which haye become classic in ghostly 
aanals, the report that spirits were visiting 
the Lemasters farm spread quickly far and 
wide. Neighbors who at first were skeptical 
came at last to ‘believe and, filled with pity 
for the woman who was daily growing 
weaker and more nervous from lack of 
sleep and from fright, came to watch about 
the house. At first group of them staid 
within doors and ran out when the rapping 
was heard. The found mo one, and two of- 
the watchers were struck with rocks. They 
returned hastily within the house and spent 
the rest of the night discussing the situation. 

The country between the farm and Shelby- 


_ ville is cut by a creek, which winds crooked- 


ly about and at last passes near the house. 
Alohe the bed’ of this creek and in ali the, 
neighboring woods search was 
possible marauders, but without avail. en 
armed men began to watch the ovtside of 
the dwelling, while their wives staid within 
to comfort an@ quiet Mrs. Lemasters.

SOLUTION OF THE MYSTERY.

to her bed, and physicians were called. 
These ordered her to call in the reward and 
dismiss the watchers, as the strain was 
worse than the rapping. This was done, but 
in her desire for one last display of the 
mystery Mrs. Lemasters undid herself. 
While one of the neighbors was doing some 
chores for her about the premises he was 
struck by a rock which came from an unseen 
source. He told'this to Stark, the colored 
man, who watched, and a little later saw 
Mrs. Lemasters open a second story window 
and throw another stone at the man. He 
told the man, and they determined to keep 
an eye on the woman. | 

Everett Maple and Edward Girard were 
admitted to the secret, and that night they 
went to the farm to watch. They took their 
positions in the house. They told: Mrs. 
Lemasters they were about to retire ard 
pretended to do so, but kept an eye all the 
while on the woman. 

At midnight she suddenly arose, and 
springing out of bed ran to a cupboard and 
rapped hard three times and then slammed 
a board against it. In another minute she 
was in bed again, and when the young men 
ran in she was feigning sleep. They aroused 
her, but she declared she had not heard the 
rapping. When the young men told her 
what they had seen she became indignant, 
and they left her and went home. The neigh- 
borhood received their story in the morning 
and gave it general credence. : 
PITY TURNED TO ANGER. 

Pity for Mrs. Lemasters turned to anger 
against her whén it was learned how she 
had duped the whole country, and threats 
were made freely against her. The larger 
part of the people, however, appeared to 
feel exceedingly foolish over their “ easi- 
ness” in being taken in by a ghost story, 


This created a sensation. The most skep- 


“ bugaboo house,"’ and the columns of the 


when they had all along known that ghosts | 


do not exist. They were willing. enough ‘to 
let the matter drop without saying more 
about it. An examination into the sanity of 
Mrs. Lemasters probably will be made, espe- 
cially since it is now remembered that a few 
days before the rappings began she was 
thrown from a buggy and struck upon her 
head. She is a woman of about 380 years, 
and has been a widow for the last five years. 
She has a little girl who is unusually bright 
and pretty, and through her own and her 
husband's family is related to half of Shelby 
County. 

The experience of’*Shelb¥ County in this 
matter suggests the famous Cock Lane ghost 
that excited all London. In 1762, in the 
house of a Mr. Parsons, in Cock Lane, Smith- 
field, London,. rappings wére heard, which 


‘excited great interest and fear. They could 


not ‘be explained for some time and wer? 
investigated by Dr. Johnson and other 
learned men. The rapper professed to bé the 
spirit of a Mrs. Kemt, who had died sud- 
denly. Mr. Kemt was by the rappings ac- 
cused of killing her, and feeling against him 
became bitter. After a time, however, the 
@aughter of Parsons was taken to another 
house and told that if the rappings were 
not heard there her father would be put in 
Newgate. -The rappings were at once heard, 
and it was found she had taken a board to 
bed with her. Parsons was made to stand 
thrice in the pillory. 
The Fox ghosts first were heard at 
the house of John D. Fox, im Wayn nty, 
New York; in March, 1848. While Margaret 
and Katie, girls 12 and 8 years old, were 
home the rappings were heard, and on 
Katie’s thinking to repeat them it was dis- 
covered that the person or spirit rapping 
would answer questions in. any manner 
directed. This made a tremendous sensation 
and men and women came from miles away 
to hear the noises which continued after the 
family removed to Rochester. In the spring 
of 1850 Katie went to New York. and gave 
public exhibitions not only of the spirit. rap- 
ping, but of table tipping and other phenom- 
ena now of frequent occurrence, but which 


, Were. then unknown. The fame of the 


“ medium spread far’and wide, and many 
other houses became the scene. of ghostly 
rappings. 

James Russell Lowell ridiculed the sensa- 
tion in his punning poem beginning “‘ My 
worthy friend, A. Gordon Knott,” in which 


a similar {ncident is related and is traced at” 


last to Jennie, the housemaid, who is never 
actually caught. The rappings; however, 
ceased when Jennie had accomplished what 
she sought. 

_It is doubtful if Mrs. Lemasters ever heard 
of the Cock Lane or the Fox spirits, but her 
own manifestations have so closely resem- 
bled them_as to make the similarity seem 
more than a coincidence.

‘Not even the police departments of the 
great cities .\can make an estimate of the 
probable number of men and women in each 
1,000 of population who would drop out of 
seeming existence if they could, Certain it 
is that irl every great fire, railroad accident, 


, Steamship wreck, or other colossal horror 


men, and perhaps women, escape only to 
bury themselves in new scenes and take up 
new lives among strangers, leaving relationg 
and friends to mourn them as dead..." 


| Affords Good Opportunity. 

To those who have reasons for dropping 
out of their present lives the opportunity 
and the excuse are both at hand. If the 
person escapes from a great fire in 4 man. 
ner not to attract attention, he feels that 
only chance was in his favor; that he might 
easily have died with the other victims 
He knows that as soon as the news of the 
accident reaches home and friends his con- 
tinued absence will settle the conviction 
that he died in the ruins. So he slips away, 
knowing that the agony of suspense at home 
is even worse than the settled convictiono® . 
his death. 

One of the most notable of the recent 
disappearances in Chicago was that of the 
janitor of the Hotel Hellene. Several lives 
were lost in this fire, and in the fright of it 
all the janitor disappeared, ‘he reports of 
the Police department placed him among 
the dead. But,it chanced that several per- 
sons had seen the man as_he left the place

The hotel fire, as a rule, affords the wides{ 
latitude for such disappearances. Most of 
its guests are from a distance and are 
strangers in the city. If the fire is at night 
and the person is away from the hotel at 
the time the opportunity is doubly easy, 
If he has some indestructable trinket in his 
room that may be found in the ruins the 
mere fact that his. body is wholly missing 
is of no material consequence. 


Wreck Gives Good Chance. 


In the confusion and perhaps darkness 
that attend a train wreck of appalling 
nature there are excellent opportunities for 
men to disappear. If fire consumes a portion 
of the wreck, or if the train has gone through 
a bridge into a river, the rest is easy. The 
man has only to keep out of sight in rural 
communities and catch a train’ at someway 
station or siding for the neaéfest big fity. 
There he may plan to lose himself effectoally, 
The disposition ef his family and friends to 
expect the worst from such an aecident 
always makes the disappearance easier. 
Almost every day there are news feports 
of accidents, and the lists of the dead, often 
with the explanatory clause, “ body not re- 
covered.”” In many of these cases the re- 
ports are true. But in how many has some 
one simply taken the opporutnity of escaping 
from an old, distasteful life into a new one?

HE full-bleod Chickasaws, near Tish- 
imingo, I..T.,. meld their annual 
‘“pushofa’’ dance, beginning last 
Tuesday. The dance lasted three 
days and nights and was attended by 

nearly every full-blood In that community. 

The dance is an ancient ctstom of the full- 

bloods, who delight to-engage in the weird 

and grotesque imitation of their forefathers, 
the originators of the ““pashofa,”’ the great- 
est of all uncivilized dances. The Indians 
are sincere in their belief that these dances 
will ward off the “ evil spirit ’’ who comes 
to haunt them in the still hours of the night. 

The style of dance is pecullarly their own, 

A long pole is stuck into the ground and the 

Indians dance around it for many hours. 

Some keep it up until they fal exhausted to

the ground, and then the medicine man. 
comes and feeds them on “ pashofa,”” a 

mixture of corn and flour. After the “ pagh- 

ofa” is given to him the sick man is put to 

bed, but recovers in a few hours and dances 

again.

and their relations ever since he was a bo 
and did so at the risk of being punished for 
fooling away his time on such nonsense, 
In later years he has gone into the subject 
with more system and scientific knowledge.

SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITORS. 
There was on deposit in the savings 
banks of Greater New York 6n July 1 
last the imposing sum of $648,400,000. The: 
capitalization of the largest industrial com- 
bination seems insignificant when contrast- 
ed with the aggregated savings of the work- 


ing classes of New York. The gain in 


deposits during the year has been $31,- 
700,000. It has been a year of steady 
work and fair pay, and the thrifty wage 
workers of New York City have not neglect- 
ed their opportunities. With the excep-_ 
tion of Chicago, where for.reasons which 
are well known so many of the men em- 
ployed in the building trades have been 
idle for a year, there is not a city large 
or small where the bank account of labor. 
has not been swelled materially. Every- 
where the wage-earners haye been adding 
to their savings, while farmers have been 
paying off their mortgages or making im 
provements on their farms. | 
The men who intrust. their surplus earn- 
ings to savings banks were not faring so 
well in 1898 and 1894 as they are now. 
They were drawing out money then instead 
They had to use what 
they had laid by to eke out the scanty 
sums they were able to earn during the 
hard tinies. Men are prone to forget 


past discomforts or sufferings, but there 


must be many wage-earners who still have 
a lively recollection of the gradual melting 
away of those little hoards which. were 
about all that stood between them and utter 
destitution. The persons who do recall 
those melancholy days fre not likely so 
to act as to bring those days back. — 
Four years ago the men who had*money 


in savings banks or deposits in commercial 


banks or who had loaned money in any 
way were -distressed by the declared in- 
tention of a great political party to cut 
down the purchasing power of the dollar 
one-half and thereby destroy half the value 
of their credits. Nearly every savings 
bank depositor who had a vote cast it 
against the candidates ef the party which 
was seeking to rob him of half his sav- 
ings. That party was defeated and the 
depositors escaped. But even though they 
lost nothing, they cannot have forgotten 
the fears of loss which tormented them 
during ‘the long months of the campaign 
of 1896. Those unpleasant emotions must 
be recalled when they behold that political 
party which demanded the debasement of 
the currency in 1896 renewing that demand 
this year. The savings bank depositors 
who have votes must feel called on to 
cast them this year for Republican can- 
didates as they did four years ago and 
mot to cast them, as so many of them 
did eight years ago, for Democratic candi- 
dates. | 

On July 1, 1893, there were 4,830,000 
savings bank depositors ‘in the United 
States. There: was a smaller number a 
year later and also a decrease in the total 
amount of deposits. There were last July 
5,867,000 depositors. There was a gain 
of 686,000 as compared with the number 
in 1897. That is but one of the many evi- 
dences of the prosperity the country has 
been enjoying of late. Many of the de- 


positors are women and children who can- 


not vote. It is fair to assume that of 
those depositors who can vote all save 
a foolish remnant will refuse to support 


‘the candidates of a party which is pledged 


to confiscate half their savings and whose 
success at the coming election would bring 
back almest immediately those dreary days 
of 1893-04 when men were eating up their 
savings instead of adding to them. 


CAUSES OF ITALIAN UNREST. 

The prevalence of anarchistic sentiments 
in Italy cannot be condoned on any grounds, 
but the unrest and discontent out of which 
the evil grows can be accounted for after 
the most casual examination of the nation’s 
financial affairs. In the August number 
ef the Forum there is an article by H. 
Remsen Whitehouse, late Secretary of 
Legation at Rome, which throws a sig- 
nificant light on the subject. The facts 
are largely taken from the recent state- 
ments of Professor Villari, one of the most 
thoughtful and reliable members of the 
Italian Senate. This Senator’s calm pres- 
entation of facts goes far to account for 
the recent victories of the anti-dynastic 
and socialistic elements in various cities 
and for the almost universal fashion of 
speaking ill of the existing government. 

Italy is the most heavily taxed nation in 
Europe. The interest on its perpetual 
debts alone amounts to $98,000,000 a year. 
Its annual budget for the current year is 
estimated at $820,000,000, out of which 
$160,000,000 is devoured by the interest 
on the public debt in its various forms, 
When these and other fixed payments are 
deducted there remains only $120,000,000 
for the expenses of the government, in- 
cluding army, navy, public works, prisons, 
and the rest. This is utterly inadequate, 
and in spite of its ruinous expenses the 
property of the government is 
into decay. | 

But the worst of all is the inequality 
with which this enormous taxation is dis- 
tributed. It falls most heavily upon the 
poorest. classes. In the majority of in- 
stances luxuries escape, or are but lightly 
touched, while the essentials of life, such 
as salt, corn, and petroleum, are exorbitant- 


ly taxed. The 27,000,000 lire netted by 
the government lotteries takes 70,000,000° 


out of the pockets of the poor and ignorant 
wage-earners, who are the chief victims 
of lotteries wherever they exist. A quinta! 
(220 pounds) of salt, which costs the gov- 
ernment 32 cents, is sold to.the people 
for $8. e same exorbitant fax is laid 
on petroleum. The workingman must pay

COOK COUNTY ASSESSMENT. 

If the Board of Review reduces by 40, or 
even 80, per cent the valuation of real estate 
in this county the sum total of taxes which 
its owners will have to pay for 1900 will 
be cut down materially. They will be de- 
lighted if they are called on to pay only a 
little more than that 1 per cent on the fair 
eash value of their holdings to which it was 
the intention of the framers of the new rev- 
enue law their contributions should be lim- 
ited. 
Their’ gain, however, will be the city’s 
loss. It will be unable to collect for the 
current year anything like the income which 
it thought in March it would have. The 
Controller and the Finance committee have 
already made some cuts in the appropria- 
tions to meet a suggested reduction of ap 
the appropriations ‘have to be pared down 
still more to be fitted ta an even greater 
reduction, there will be a painful lack of, 
resources towards the close of the year. It 
will be ‘vain to expect that street cleaning 
and garbage collection will be given mitch 
attention. .

The action of the Board of Review is not 
final, however. The Staté Board of Equal- 
ization has to pass on its work, and may not 
find it good. Last year the assessed valua- 
tion of real estate in this county was re- 
turned at $302,000,000 by the local Agses- 
sors, The State board reduced that valua- 
tion only about 4 per cent, If the local As- 
sessors of Cook return a valuation 30 or 40 
per cent lower than that of last year, while 
the Assessors in other counties repeat sub- 
stantially the figures of 1899, the State 
board may refuse to believe that there real- 
ly has been such a shrinkage in the value of 
real estate in this county and return to its 
old tactics of raising con$iderably the Cook 
County assessment.

There is entirely too much of this sort o 
intolerance at the present time. It is an 
inexcusable violation of the right of free 
speech. A few days ago the lawless ele- 
ment in an Ohio city attacked a couple of 
elders of Dowie’s establishmént, daubed 
them with paint, and otherwise maltreated 
them, and then drove them out of the town. 
By so doing the perpetrators accomplished 
nothing more than to give proof of their 
own ignorant intolerance and to afford the 
abused elders a chance to pose as martyrs. 
Not long ago an alleged ex-Catholic priest 
in Chicago tried to express his opinions at a 
meeting in a hall on the West Side, and was 
interrupted by indignant hearers. Procecfi- 
ings of this sort are not in harmony with 
the genuine spirit of American liberty. 
They may be the proger thing in China, but 
they should not be tolerated in the United 
States.

THE GROWTH OF MILWAUKEE. 
According to the census figures Milwaukee 
has a population of 285,315, a gain of 39.54 
per cent since 1890. This is not quite so 
large a population as ambitious Milwau- 
keeans were hoping for, but the percentage 
of gain is the largest of any of the cities thus 
far reported upon by the Census bureau. 


‘Cincinnati shows an increase of only 10 
per cent and Louisville of 27 per cent. True, ; 


Milwaukee's increase in the preceding 
decade was nearly 77 per cent, or about 
double the present figure. But it must be re- 
membered that as a city grows larger its 


percentages of gain necessarily grow small-. 


er. When a hamlet of 100 inhabitants gains 
100 more it has increased 100 per cent, but 
when a city of I,000,000 gains 500,000 it has 
increased only 50 per cent. Milwaukee's 
actual gain of 80,847 inhabitants is almost 


‘as great as that shown in the census of ten 


years ago, 
If the newly annexed territory of Silver 


City and West Milwaukee had been for- 
mally taken into the city before June 1 it 
would have added about 10,000 to the official 
census figures, making the total practically 


800,000, as originally claimed by enthusi- 


astic Milwaukeeans. This is now the real 
population of the Cream City, and even the 
official census report will waive the tech- 
nicality of dates to the extent of stating the 
revised total in a footnote. It must also be 
remembered that the trolley lines and other 
improved means of rapid transit have been 
actively at work in the last decade to scatter 
city dwellers into distant suburbs. Forthis 
reason a city census does not indicate the 
full growth of a municipality quite so ac- 
curately as in former days. 

When the loyal citizens and friends of 
Milwaukee make allowance for all these 
modifying facts they will have every rea- 
son to feel a just pride in the rapid and 
healthy progress of their thriving commer- 
cial capital. Chicago congratulates its 
charming Wisconsin neighbor upon the evi- 
dences of solid prosperity seen in its census 
returns. 


THE MAN WITH THE CAMERA. 

Last week at Newport a bold young 
man with a camera photographed the wives 
of two prominent New-Yorkers as they 
were walking. The wives told their hus- 
bands, who started in pursuit of the man 
with the kodak, caught him, and destroyed 
the pictures he had taken. Later in the 
day, while the two New-Yorkers were 
standing in front of the Casino, the same 
young man leveled his instrument at them. 
‘One of them dared him to take their pic- 
ture. The other put it out of his power 
to do so by kicking the kodak out of his 
hand and breaking it. 

The man whose property has 
stroyed without due process of law threatens 
to sue the destroyer. If he does, it is not 
likely that he will get more than nomin4l 
damages, if he gets any. For it is under- 
stood that he was trying to take these 
photographs not for his own private use 
but for reproduction in a New York paper, 
The two men who figured in the affair— 
Mr. Hermann Oelirichs and W. K. Vander- 
bilt Jx.—did not relish the idea of such 
publicity, either for themselves or their 
wives. ‘They took the only course they 
knew of to escape that publicity. 

It cannot be said, however, that the man 
whose camera was smashed had committed 
any unlawful act. To photograph a man 


or a woman who happens to be out on a. 


publie street is not as yet a crime an} more 
than it is to take a picture of the exterior 
of a private residence. No one will chal- 
lenge the right of an artist, if a pretty 
woman passes by, to make a sketch of 
her or to carry away with him in his 
mind's eye her face gnd figure and repro- 
duce them.

But the woman who sees a kodak aimed 
at her does not know the object of the 
artist. He may be taking her for his 
own amusement or for some paper. If 
it be for a paper she is not certain which 
one she should enjoin. She cannot ask 
for an injunction against everybody. Nor 
has it been determined yet, who are and 
who are not “public characters.” Presi- 
dents are. So are prominent politicians, 
criminals, actors, and actresses, and the 
heads of great industrial and financial con- 
cerns. Whether the persons who are at 


the head of ultra-fashionable society, whose 


names are familiar to nearly all, and whose 
daily acts, good and bad, are faithfully 
chronicled, are “public characters” the 
courts have not settled yet. 

Under the circumstances no one will be 
inclined to blame Messrs. Vanderbilt and 
Oelrichs for the way in which they dealt 
with the young man with the camera. It

EDUCATIONAL READJUSTMENTS. 

President Harper is not alone in express- 
ing considerable concern over the condi- 
tion and prospects of the small college. 
The rural schools and the local colleges, 
says President Harper, are the points 
where the educational problem of the 
country just now is most trying. Others 
are by no means ‘sure that the American 
university has yet found its best ideal. 

The widespread interest in the study and 
the discussion of educational needs and 
methods is of course a hopeful sign. With- 
in the last twenty or twenty-five years the 
processes of development and of readjust- 
ment have been rapidly going on; and yet 
the problem is unsolved. 

The trouble is, the séveral grand di- 
visions of the total educational enterprise 
are now seen to be so closely related to 
each other that no sooner does one specific 
problem seem to be on the eve of solution 
than new questions arise which are found 
to be more perplexing than the old ones 
were. When the district school, the acad- 
emy, the college, and the professional school 
covered the ground the case was compara~ 
tively simple. Now, with over 17,000,000 
pupils enrolled in the various schools of 
the country, and with the utmost freedom 
of individual development, the kinds of 
schools are becoming correspondingly di- 
verse and numerous. It is not strange, 
therefore, that before the complex educa- 
tional scheme can be made to “ fit like a 
suit of clothes’ there should have to bea 
good deal of experimenting and no little 
debate. 

President Harper has recently made two 
addresses on tlie local college before the 
students in his university, and promises to 
give another next Wednesday. .Dr. War- 
field in this week’s Independent has an 
earnest article in defense of the college and 
the undiminishing necessity for it. Presi- 


dent Hadley of Yale University pleads no | 


less strongly for the continuance of the 
distinctively college training and its all- 


round culture. In last week’s Independent. 


Professor 8. E. Baldwin of the law depart- 
ment of Yale and another professor in the 
same university argued for a shortening of 
the college course to three years, so as to 
give the student more and earlier time for 
his professional studies. On the other 
hand, while the standards of admission to 
the colleges and the graduate department 
in the universities are being raised, the 
high schools and other preparatory schools 
are extending their courses; so that, as Dr. 
Harper declares, the high school is becom- 
ing a menace to the very life of the college. 

Then, again, the continuous adjustment 
of courses of study in all the schools, from 
lowest to highest, to the new conditions of 
the industrial, the social, the commercial 
life of the modern world, in both city and 
country, grows more and more imperative 
in its requirements all along the educational 
lines. Fortunately, the leading and most 


‘enlightened educationists in all the de- 


partments and in all the schools are seen 
cordially, frankly, and earnestly putting 
their best thoughts together to secure the 
right educational adjustment. 

As that most sagacious educator, Dr. 
Thomas Arnold, said, every man receives 
two educations—one to fit him to be a man 
and a citizen, the other to fit him to earn his 
bread. It is a good school—by whatever 
name it may be called—which knows how 
to put young men and young women in the 
way of gaining this twofold training and 
discipline. 

The City of Chicago expends $7,000,000 
a year on its comprehensive system of free 
public schools—kindergarten, primary, in- 
termediate, manual training, high schol, 
There are 
numerous private and preparatory schools, 
several universities, a multitude of tech- 
nical and professional institutions. And 
still not less than a thousand students, male 
and female, go out of the city, some to the 
small colleges and some to the larger ones, 


to find the advantages deemed best suited 


to themselves. And, as the ppogregsive re- 
adjustments go on under these perfectly 
free conditions, the local edllege is probably 
no more likely to lose’ favor and be dis- 
carded than is the university. 


BABY CARRIAGES FOR PARKS. 

To stop to dwell upon the subject is to re- 
alize how numerous and serious are the 
hindrances in the way of enjoyment of the 
city parks by those most in need of them— 
namely: the mothers and babies of the less 
well-to-do. 

In the first place, such mothers with their 

families do not live in the preferred residen- 
tial neighborhoods which always surround 
the parks. Hence they can only reach these 
spots at the expense of car fare. 

In the second place, such mothers do not 
have servants to administer their kitchens, 
or tailors to put in order their family ward- 
robes, while to the management of these 
items with their own hands they often— 
especially if a husband is dead, or worth- 
less, or a-deserter—add washing for out- 
siders, or office scrubbing, or the sweater’s 
task. Hence energy, as well as time,.for 
expeditions beyond the treadmill is scant at

That practical situa- 
tion is that mothers at a distance cannot 
take their baby carriages on street cars to 
the parks, neither can they, without exhaus* 
tion, carry their babies in arms, A few of 
these carriages, therefore, to be had at or 
near the entrances would enable such moth- 
ers, once they had reached the parks, to. 
make their way about therein at ease, and 
would thus aid in rendering these resorts 
more accessible to precisely those who need 
them most and now enjoy them least.

war into a national organization. The second national convention, held 
in Minneapolis in '84, showed its appreciation of her efforts by electing 
her National President for the ensuing year. Her interest in the order has 
never flagged. By pen and by tongue she has advanced its interests and 
advocated its principles to an ever increasing clientage, until in 1894, 
largely through her efforts, ably assisted by Emma R. Wallace of this 
city, the Woman's Relief Corps was affiliated with the National Council 
of women. 
Through the efforts of the Woman’s Relief Corps a bill pensioning 
women who had served six months or more as army nurses was passed 
by Congress in 1892.

For it certainly is curious 
enough to be worthy of comment and critical analysis that, whereas the 
architect, to all intents and purposes, stands aloof from his people and his 
time, American inventiveness, ingenuity, adaptibility, and versatility are 
proverbial in so many pursuits.

3 But current architectural practice may not be called a pursuit; on the 
contrary it is a running away, anevasion of plain duty, a dodging of the 
manifest issue. 

This issue is not to be obscured by a mist of conventional and shop- 
worn phrases, for it is as plain as the daylight to any unbiased mind that, 


when an architecture gives a reflection of the true life of the people it is a 


natural, a real art; that, when it fails so to reflect that life, it is artificial, 
unreal, and therefore not only negatively useless but positively pernicious. 

From the beginning the true, the real architectural art has been, and 
it must necessarily remain, ever the same in spirit, though constantly vary- 
ing in physical forms; for, defined in its simplest terms, it is merely an art 
of expressing the physical and mental life of a people—in its buildings. 
Plainly, therefore, it is a perver sion of this spirit that, in America, in a 
‘most vicious and regrettable form, has impeded a natural growth and ex- 
pansion of the art, Inshortthis most winsome of all arts has become, 


through operation of malign influences, aneemic to the verge of extinction. 


The most poisonous of these influences is, as I have already pointed out, the 


absolutely falsity of architectural educhktion.

Whichever of my blood relations shall, after 
the death of my beloved wife, Sarah Polk, use, 
occupy, and enjoy the said house, lots, and prem- 
ises, shall be required to keep the same in repair, 
80 as to prevent therefrom dilapidating or falling 
into decay; shall pay the public taxes thereon, 
and shall preserve and keep in repair the tomb 
which may be placed or erected. over the mortal 
remains of my beloved wife and myself, and shall 
not permit to be removed, nor shall any buildings 
or improvements be placed or ordered over the 
Spot where the said tomb. shall be.—Extract 
from the will of President James K. Polk. 


RESIDENT POLK’'S tomb, where it 
was his wish that his remains should 
Me forever, is in ruins, and the old 
Polk mansion in Nashvilie, which he 
bequeathed to the State of Tennessee 
to be kept in trust, Is being torn down to 
make room for a modern apartment-house 
In a few weeks the historic old house one 
of the sights of Nashville, will be obliterated. 
Fragments of the old stone tomb have been 
scattered over the front lawn of the place 
for ten years, and. has taken the 
trouble to clear them away, since the body 
of the President and his wife were removed 


to a new resting place in the Statehouse 
yard | | 
The old Polk on has stood in the heart 


of Nashville for almost 100 years. It wasan 
old house when ex-Presidem Polk bought it 
in 1849 from Felix Grundy, in- whose office 
he first studied law. Bvery year has seen 
the olf? structure going faster and faster to 
ruin, and new buil crowd around it 
more closely, and at last it is to be torn 

coover- 


down. 
The house stands ina doo 
ing several city lot®, and a across the 
street from the Statehouse grounds. [It isa 
type of the old Southern mansion of eighty 
years ago, with lofty stone pillars and por- 
ticoes, and big stone. chimneys, and brick 
paths widing across the yard to the iron 
gates. Jackson and Calhoun and about 
every Southerfier of note has at one time 
or another been 4 visitor there, and every 
room, until a few weeks ago, was filled with 
relics of these men. 

On top of the queer iron fenoe in front of 
the house a brass eagle, 100 years old, 
perches. The dooryard is overgrown with 
bushes and poplar and mulberry trees that 
have not been trimmed in almost 100 years. 
Inside the house the rooms have grown 
musty, and the cracks in the floors and the 
ceiling have opened up, although ever since 
the owner of the house died it has been oc- 


| cupled. Nobody, in spite of the wish so 


plainly expressed in hie will, has lifted a 
hand to savethe old home. a 

When ex-President Polk died, én 1849, the 
body was buried te rarily in one of the 


Nashville cemeteries. A. year later it was . 


disinterred, and, in accord with the ex-Pres- 
ident’s wish, was placed in a tomb in the 
dooryard of the old house Here & rested 
until about ten years ago. 

Mrs. Polk lived for many years after her 
husband, and on her death the house went 
to Mrs. George F. Fall, a niece of Mrs. Polk.

The fate of the old home shows how little 
the provisions of a will are sometimes ob- 
served. President Polk, in his last testa- 
ment, expressly stipulated that it should be 
held perpetually in trust by the State, and 
that as long as there were any blood rela- 
tives one of them should be allowed to occupy 
it. If there were not such relatives the State 
should appoint a caretaker for the old house. 

When ex-President Polk died, soon after 
his return from, Washington, his will, for 
some reason was carried to the cemetery 
with him and locked’up in a vault. Its pro- 
visions did not become known until several 
years after. Then, in the language of Nash- 
ville people, it “ stirred up a heap of 
trouble.’’ The old President was accused of 


trying to glorify himself by having the State, 


keep up his house as.a monument, and he 
was accused of being undemocratic. It was 
said that the State could not carry out the 
bequest, and, in fact, the State never did. 
The property went to the relatives of Mrs. 
Polk, there being no children, it was 
allowed to go to decay without let or 
hindrance. About ten years ago the State of 
Tennessee, without any regard to the will, 
had the old tomb in the front dooryard de- 
molished and the bodies of the former Presi- 
dent and his wife were taken across the 
street to the Statehouse grounds and in- 
terred there. 


Nobody even took the trouble to clear away | 


the débris of the old tomb. The pillars lay 
stretched out in the long grass and cracked 
and rotted, a flaring advertisement of the 
vanity of human wishes, The cavity in the 
stone where the copper casket lay stood open 
to wind and rain and to the gaze of every 
one who passed along the street. Apparent- 
ly it never occurred to the descendants of 
the Polk family who occupied the house to 
remove the fragments of the tomb. 


During the civil war, when Nashville was 
a- bone over which the two armies of-North 
and South fought, Mrs. Polk lived on in the 
old house. None ever knew whether she was 
with the North or South. Like her husband, 
it was believed that she was.an abolitionist, 


but her friends who fought in the Southern: 


army claimed her sympathy. She lived on 
in the old house, unmolested, when the 
Yankees came and shut up the rebel pris- 
oners in the old Maxwell house, a few blocks 
away. When she died the body was placed 
in the tomb in the front dooryard, along 
with that of her husband.

family. His obituaries have mentioned t 
principal incidents of his career. But few 
of’ them have explained the reasons why he 
was so unpopular alike at home and abroad. 
For he was as little loved in Germany as in 
England, while in Russia, in the Levant, 
and even in far off Australia, all sorts of 
stories and anecdotes were told about him, 
which were calculated to show him, not in 
an evil, but in an unlovable light. 

True, his domestic life was free from 
scandal, and there is no truth whatsoever in 
the fantastic tales which have been printed, 
with profuse illustrations, implying that 
he was a crowned Don Juan, the authors of 
these stories manifestly confusing him with 


his profligate uncle and predecessor on the: 


throne of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. 

But for all that he was neither loved nor 
respected. There were two reasons for this. 
The one was his phenomenal closeness in 


money matters, the other his almost incred- 


ible lack of tact, coupled with a mania 
for always saying the wrong thing and ruf- 
fling uselessly the tenderest and most sen- 
sitive feelings of the people whom one 
would have believed he would have been 
anxious to propitiate and to please. _. 
Thus he excelled as a “ but.”” The “ but,” 
who must not be confounded with a“ butt,’’ 
is the individual who, whenever you show 
him one of your treasures. instantly ex- 
claims, “‘ But I have something far better 
than that,’ who decries your possessions 
both living and inanimate, and who prob- 
ably on the day of judgment will be found 
before the throne of glory pointing out to 
the recording angel how infinitely superior 
his conduct on earth has been to your own. 
Time and again have I heard the late Duke, 
at dinner parties given in his honor in Lon- 
don, and at which his host had put all sails 
to the wind, regardless of expense, with the 
object of affording him pleasure, exclaim 
while sipping his wine how supertor thereto 
were the brands in his cellars at Clarence 
House. Then, if any musical entertainment 
had been organized for his delectation, and 
celebrated artists engaged at great cost to 


perform before him, he would disconcert his 


hostess and disgruntle his host by explaining 

to them that the singing and playing were 

all well in their way. but if they wanted 

something really good and first-eiass they 

ought to have engaged other virtuosi. | 


Talking of the latter, there are a large 
number now living who owe their profes- 
sional rise and success to the late Duke, 
whose enthusiasm in behalf of music was 
far in excess of his rather mediocre talent 
as a Violinist and a composer. Among those 
who should mourn the Duke most deeply, 
were not their sentiments of gratitude ob- 
secured by vanity and a superlative admira- 
tion uf their own genius, are Sir Arthur Sullf- 
van and Eugene d’Albert. The former was 
the organist of a London suburban church in 
a genteel but not gentle district when the 


Duke became his patron and his friend, firsts

and subsequently intrusting him with the 


a popularity which. 


editing-and supervision of his musical com-— 


‘position. 

Sullivan, justly proud of this species of 
professional association with royalty, and 
anxious that all the world should know it, 
considered it necessary to affix his initials 
to every page of the “ Galatea’ waltz. The 
first edition of. the waltz issued to the public 
was printed adorned with these initi-'s, and 
it was not until some kind friend hac™ rawn 
attention to the fact that the initial letters 
of Arthur Samuel Sullivan spelled “ ass” 
that the edition was withdrawn and a fresh 
one issued minus the objectionable token of 
Sir Arthur’s approval and revision. 

Eugene Albert may be said to have made 
his début as a 14-year-old musical prodigy 
in the Duke’s salons at Clarence House and 
at Eastwell Park, in Kent, and it was the 
patronage thus given by Prince Alfred to 
the lad which first interested the music lov- 
ing public in his talents. : 

It may be added that nowhere were the 
musical gifts of the Duke less appreciated 
than in the bosom of his own family, and 
so merciless was the criticism of his four 


attractive daughters that he; was wont to 


declare that he would sooner face any audi- 
ence, no matter how unfriendly, rather than 
one composed of his girls. 

Of his closeness in money matters, stories 
have been current ever since the time when 
as a midshipman he was wont to put up for 
auction among his messmates the letters 


written to him by his mother, and which | 


fetched a good price from those loyal ward- 


room and gunroom officers who were anxious | 


to possess an autograph of their Queen. 
When he visited Australia~béing the first 
member of.the English royal family to do 
so—he created much indignation by’ sellin 

in one colony the souvenirs and gifts whic 

he had received in other of the Antipodean 
dependencies of the crown, and one of the 


‘funniest Incidents of this kind wasin con- 


nection with a newly opened gold mine. The 
owners of the latter had by dint of no end 
of wire pulling induced the Duke to visit 
the mine, and had carefully “‘ planted” a 
nuge gold nugget worth several thousand 
dollars at a marked spot, so that the Duke 
should turn it up at the first blow of the 
pick, which he was to be invited to wield. 
The mine owners expected that he would be 


‘so delighted with finding the nugget that he 


would publish the manner in which he un- 


earthed it and would likewise on his return 


to London place it on exhibition in the South 
Kensington Museum, along with other pres- 
ents and curlos which he had acquired dur- 
ing his travel—that is to say, articles which 
he had found unmarketable. In this way 
they anticipated a tremendous A&dvertise- 
ment for their mine, well worth the value 
of the nugget. But they were sadly disap- 
pointed. The Duke turned up the nugget 
in due course with his pick, gave a grunt of 
satisfaction as he slipped it into his pocket 
said nothing whatsoever about it, and as 
soon as ever he arrived at Sydney sent it 
straight off to the mint in order to have it 
exchanged for the number of sovereigns that 
represented its intrinsic value. 


_ When back in England he was fond of loan- | 


ing his various coliections to public institu- 
tions, but he never did so without a string 
being attached to his apparent act of kind 
ness. Thus, if he lent any water-color 
sketches or paintings, they were generally 
in an unmounted condition, and loaned on 
the stipulation that they should be returned

Many of the paintings 
date from the period immediately preceding 
the first republic. These include works by 
Rigaud, Nattier, Boucher, Watteau, Greuze, 
and Chardin. Other paintings are. of the 
fifteenth tury, and some of the objects 
of art are of the Gallo-Roman, 
and Carlovingian periods. 


Art Development in France. | 

. The ‘Centennial exhibit takes’ up the line 
of art development in France where the 
eollection in the Petit Palais leaves off; be- 
ginning with some of the same men who 
survived the last century and continuing 
with works by David, Gerard, Gros, Prud- 
hon, Drolling, Boilly, the Vernets, Gericault, 

, Delacroix, Delaroche, Flandrin, 
Schaffer, Millet, and the great landscapists 
of his time—Courbet, Bastien Lepage, the 
impressionists, and more modern men. 

The men of 1830, or what is usually mis- 
named the Barbizon school, are not as well 
represented as might be expected in their 
own country. There are three charming 
landscapes by Corot, and many of his figure 
subjects, which in France are greatly es- 
teemed; a most brilliant work by Mon- 
ticelli, a few good and many mediocre ex- 
amples of the work of Daubigny, Troyon, 
Diaz, Jacque, and Rousseau. It is safe to 
say that the collection of works by Sone 
men in the group of French paintings owned 
in America, shown at the World’s Fair, 


was much stronger, though less

In the National Pavilions. __ 

Some modern collections of paintings and 
sculpture are shown In the national pavilions 
in the Rue des Nations and elsewhere. 
Among these are works of artists of French 
colonies, Equador, Greece, Bosnia-Herze- 
porees.

in the pavilions of Germany and Great 
Britain tHere are to be found some superb 
paintings. In that of England there are 
numerous portraits by early English paint- 
ers, and in the German pavilion thene are 
three rooms whith are reproductions of 
rooms in the apartments of Fredérick 4 
Great. in the palace of Potsdam and 8 
Souci, in which the pictures am objects 
art were selected from the ortginal collec- 
tions. Here are to be found masterpiec¢s 
by Watteau, Chardin, Pater, Lancret, Cay- 
pel, Pesne, and Van Loo, forty in all, and 
several pieces of sculpture. These works 
are exhibited by order of Emperor W iijarm, 
who certainly bas shown great tact by thus 
recalling his ancestor's taste for French art.

The" Rmerlcan exhibits of painting and 
sculfiture not only exceed those of other na- 
fiohs in the amount bf space allotted to them 
but are most advantageously placed.

tions, the calm dignity of our exhibition 
produces a most inviting sense of quiet and 
harmony. 

While this and much more may be said of 
the general effect produced by the American 
section, and while there are paintings of the 
highest order in the collection, there is one 
serious criticism which should be made of it. 
It is not one which applies to thie exhibition 
alone, but one which applies to much of the 
art of American painters. The only reason 
for repeating it here is that the proximity 
of the work of artists of other nations makes 
it more apparent. Itisnot American. With 
few exceptions, the best art in the collection 
does not depict American life, reflect Ameri- 
can thought, and has no style which is dis- 
there are distinct national characteristics 
which immediately announce thetr source. 
These result from nationa! ideals and from 
national temperament. There are national] 
tinctively American. In the French, Eng- 
lish, German, Dutch, or Spanish paintings 


preferences for certain color harmonies 


which are as readily recognizable as the 
facial characteristics nal the people of dif- 
ferent races. 


Lack. of Axsrican Traits. 


In the American section there is a lack 
of such characteristics, or, rather, a mix- 
ture of such characteristics, borrowed from 
right and left among other nations. This in 
itself might be considered a national char- 


acteristic of American art, arising from the 


facility with which Americans displace them- 
selves and adapt themselves to foreign sur- 
roundings; but is one which does not make * 
their art readily distinguishable as a na- 
tional expréssion. A large propertion of 
American artists add the selection of for- 
eign subjects to a manner of seeing and 
processes of painting acquired in foreign 
countries. Formerly there were sufficient 
reasons for these conditions, but they can 
scarcely be said to exist now. 

There are now in America excellent schools 
of drawing and painting, sufficient to give 
a young artist all the technical training nec- 
essary to place him in a’position whence he 
can proceed to develop his art by his tndi- 
vidual efforts and study. There is also a 
large public in America with taste and know!l- 
edge of art, and the means with which to 
patronize American art, if ft can be found to 
respond to their American tastes and ideas, 
and of a quality calculated to make it of real 
value. 

There are many American artists who pos- 
sess technical ability of a high order, who sel- 
dom sell their works in America, except 
through friendship and socia! influence, who 
are continually crying out against the lack 
of appreciation of art in America, and yet 
they see the t products of European art 
setting in a dy stream towards Ameri- 
can shores. They live in Europe. and paint 
European sujetts, and follow the trend of 
European thought, but they cannot expect 
to lead it, or to refiect in their works the 
depth of sympathy for the scenes and life 
of a country, or for its thought, which, as 
native of that country, will show instinctive- 
ly and without effort. 

Fault Lies in Imitation. 


An American collector must naturally pre- 
fer a Hollander’s painting of Dutch life than 
an American's superficial impression of what 
he may see there. If, instead of painting 
foreign subjects and imitating the foreign- 
er’s manner of painting them, American 
artists would imitate in America the for- 
eigner’s attitude toward his own country, 


~ 


appreciation.and all that results from it 
would’ not long be withheld. |. 

More expression of American life and 
American feeling are to be found in the work 
of American illustrators, of which there is 
an excellent shewing. Illustration is gen- 
erally considered a lower form of art than 


figure or landscape painting, but in com- 


paring the exhibits by Americans in these 
branches, ong feels that it is the work of the 
illustrator which has the most valiii *“ raison 
d’etre."” The best work in the section from 
@ purely artistic standpoint ts that produced 
by men who have made for themselves a de- 
tached sphere in art with no national ties, 
such as Whistler and Sargent, and others 


who have practically become absorbed in the 


art movements of other nations, such as 
Abbey Dannat Bridgman, Stewart, Harrison 
Weeks, Melchors, Alexander, and a host of 
younger exiles. Winslow Homer's is pos- 
sibly the most distinctly American of any of 
the paintings which command appreciation. 
Mayer, Brush, Chase, and many American 


* landscapists show marked traces of Euro- 


p-an schooling, but more that is their own. 
Others like Benson, Tarbel, and Lockwood 


seem to apply European methods of paintins 


to subjects which are distinctly American. 

4" , Absence of Subject. 

A noticeable feature of the American sec- 
tion is the almost total absence of subject. 
Whether this is the result of a “ parti-pris,”’ 
a fear of falling into mere story telling in 
paint, or because American painters are not, 
as a rule, gifted with imagination, may not 
be discussed here. 

There are two qualities, either of which 
possessed in a high degree may make 2 
great picture. These are technique, which 
comprises truthful observation and mastery 
of materials; and subject, under which may 


be classed expression, invention, and poetry. 


In some rare masterpieces both are com- 
bined. Most American painters seem to aim 
only for the first, contenting themselves with 
painting portraits, single figures, or land- 
scapes which are simply transcriptions of 
nature. The expression of ideas through the 
medium of paint is rarely attempted. : 

This characteristic of American painting 
is emphasized by the different attitude of 
American sculptors toward their art. One 
needs only to turn from the examples of 
masterful brushwork of Whistler and Sar- 
gent in the galleries to St. Gaudens’ Shaw 
memorial, a poignant page of American his- 
tory written in bronze as others might be 
written in paint, or to Macmonnies’ poetic 
fancies, telling in marble or in metal with a 
lightness and delicacy what words could not. 

Among the paintings there are a few ex- 
ceptions to the general rule of painting for 
painting’s sake. In one Max Bohm gives a 
Sraphic description of the perils of the life 
of fishermen at sea, in another Bridgman 
gives an impression of what the ingulfing of 
Pharaoh's army might have been, and in 
another F. D. Millet r@fects a spirit of the 
times fn an Expansionist.’’ 


Work of Women in Art. | 


A larger proportion of creditably repre- 
sented women painters is found in the Amer- 
ican section than in any other, although 
the work of women in some other sections. 
notably the French and Italian, is relatively 


Superior. Several paintings by American 


women are also hung in the United States 
Pavilion in the Rue des Nations. 

The French exhibition of painting, which, 
exclusive of the Centennial exhibit, occupies 
fully one-half of the galleries, represents 
& stupendous expenditure of talent. Skill- 
ful painting, ingenious compositions, the 
results of scientific study of nature, abound, 
and occasionally a touch of true poetic feel- 
bit of Painting so thoroughly “ art for art's 
Sake’ that one does not stop to consider 
what else it may be—all these carry the con- 


viction that France is still the leading na- 
tion tn art. 

There is much that is purely academic 
and considerable dilettanteism, representing 
the extremists of the two official parties in 
French art—the old and the new Salons— 
but beside these there are the brilliant re- 
sults of sustained effort and thoroughness 
on one side and of innate taste, originality, 
and spirit on the other. The hanging, while 
it produces a good general effect, might have 
been better if the system of “ starring "’ 
certain prominent artists had not been ad- 
hered to. The principle of hanging the 
works of each artist in groups is a good one, 


but when it is applied to the works of a lim- | 


ited number of artists, and smaller groups 
are broken up and made into a background 
for them, it is not even so good as an indis- 
criminate hanging, which aims only at a 
harmonious general effect. There are, how- 
ever, some preponderating groups of paint- 
ings, which from their size or their excel- 
lence need no such “ mise en scene.’’ Some 
of these are sufficient to cover almost the 
entire wall of a gallery, or the larger por- 
tion of it. Among such are groups by Hen- 
ner, Dagnan, Bouveret, Bernard, Henri Mar- 
tin, Detaille, Roybet, Carriere, Bonnat, Bou- 
guereau, Breton, Carolus Duran, Harpig- 
nies, Roll, Benjamin-Constant, Hebert, Meu- 
nier, Boutet de Monvel, Humbert, Beraud, 
Jean Paul Laurens, L’ Hermitte, Cazin, Cot- 
tet, Menard, Maignan, and several others. 
An article of considerable length would be 
necessary to give any definite a of the 
work in this section alone, as it contains 
nearly 2,000 paintings and 650 works in 


‘sculpture, besides engravings, etchings, and 


lithographs to the number of 480. 


English Official Art. 


The British section shows the official art 
of England, with an extremely limited rep- 
resentation of the work of a few Scotchmen 
and some of the younger men who could not 
well be left out. The whole matter was ar- 
ranged by the Royal Academy, and only 
about twenty artists outside of that body 
were invited to exhibit. The first impression 


one receives upon entering the section is a 


giare of vermilion and yellow canvas, with 
minor notes of gold frames, red walls, and 
carpetiess pine floor. Its flerceness almost 
leads one to overlook the fine. dignified por- 
trait by Orchardson of Sir W. Gilbey, the 
spirited painting of wild animals by Swan. 
Brangwin's subtle color and unique method 
of painting, which are seen In a single ex- 
ample, the marines by Henry Moore, ex- 
cellent portraits by Shannon, Lavery, and 
many well painted canvases by such Scotch- 
men as McGeorge Roche, Brough, and the 
younger artists such as Bramley, Stanhope 
Forbes and La Thagne. 

Burne-Jones, Alma Tadema, Millais, 
Watts, Sir Frederic Leighton, and others 
whose place in art has long been established, 
are represented by characteristic examples. 
Three of these are dead and will paint no 
more, and the others are so fixed in their 
methods of painting that the probability 
that they will produce ahything new or 
original is not much greater. 

In the Italian section nearly the whole 
wall space of a large room is devoted to the 
work of Sengantini, and it does much to 
leaven the standard’of the collection, which 
would not otherwise be high. His thought- 
ful compositions and the strong, personal 
manner of his painting contrast stmngely 
with the rather trivial art of many of the 
Italian painters. Some remarkable pieces 
of painting are the figures and heads by 
Juana Romani, the pupil of Henner’ and 
Roybet. Interesting also are the nervous, 
sketchy: portraits by Boldin, among them 
one of Whistler. Michetti shows two huge 
canvases which nearly cover two walls of a 
large gallery. They are curious subjects, in 
which the paganism and fanaticism of the 
Italian peasants is brought out. They are 


~~ 


entitled “The Serpents” and “The 
Maimed.” Mancini, Ettore Tito, Guardi, 
and Morbelli are some others whose work 
separates itself from the rest by ite more 
personal qualities. 

German Lack of Taste. 

The German section has been sorely handi- 
capped by the deplorable taste displayed in 
the accessories of installation, which are 
heavy, dark, and crude. Gray mosaic pillars 
with black bands, thick carpets and hang- 
ings, and ornament out of scale with the 
sizes of the rooms and of the pictures con- 
tribute to an impression of discord which is a 
positive detriment to many splendid works. 

Lenbach’s portraits are among the most 
interesting paintings of the section. Men- 
zel's genius cannot be judged by the two 
drawings and two smal! compositions in 

*guache. Wilhelm Leib] is another who is 
inadequately represented. His one picture, 
“In a Little Village.’ gives but a meager 
idea of his art. By Franz Sttick there are 
large compositions not lacking in force and 
full of a sort of morbid symbolism peculiar 
to German artistic expression. This last 
characteristic is even more noticeable in the 
more finished work, “‘ Ulric de Hutten,”’ by 
Ludwig Herterich.. Hans Bartels and Liber- 
mann show well painted, but rather com- 
monplace Holland subjects. ‘“‘ The Jewish 
Quarter,’ by Ludwig Knaus; “ Birth of 
Christ,”” by Von Uhde; a portrait by Fritz 
Kaulbach; and a church interior by G. Kuehl 
are both creditable and characteristic work 
of these artists. 

“The Danse,’ by Bautzer#1s an example 
of the new art of Germany, which attracts 
attention by its originality and its spirit. 
These are a few of the paintings which give 
luster to the German section. There are 
many others in this comparatively small cel- 
lection of 160 paintings. 


Austria’s Modern 


It may be a matter of some surprise to 
Americans to see that Austria furnishes 
more striking expressions of modern art 
ideas than any other nation. 

The artists represented in the regular Aus- 
trian exhibition seem scarcely less advanced 
in the cult of “l'art nouveau’ than the 
“ Austrian Secession,"’ or the “Group of 
Austrian Artists Residing in Paris,” the 
other @ivisions of this section. Gustave 
Kiimt is the high priest of the secession, 
and his ceiling for the University of Vienna 
is one of the principal exhibits tn this group. 
Its title is ‘‘ Philosophy.’’ and its symbolism 
of the continuity of life and its endless mys- 


tery are not readily comprehensible, but art- 


iets will find tn it color, decorative sensa and 
originality—possibly some affectation. 
There are many landscapes by men ofboth 
the old and new schools of painting which 
are excellent as painting and interesting as 
characteristic and expressive transcriptions 
of nature. Interiors by Carl Moll, a portrait 
by Olga Bozanska and Von Angeli, genré 


subjects by Charlemeaut, and a large his- . 


torical subject, ‘‘ The Betrothal of the Polish 
King Casimir Jagiellonczyk and the Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth of Austria,” by Jan Ma- 
tejko, are sure of annotations in the cata- 
logues of careful students of the exposition, 
as well as the work of Mucha and Marold tn 
the drawings and water colors. 
- Although they bear allegiance to the same 
crown, the painters of Hungary show an art 
which is distinctly different in character 
from that shown by the Austrians. It is 
less refined, and aims less at the ideal, but 
it is often more forcible. It occupies itself 
principally with the beauty of materia] sur- 
roundings, and bespeaks the faculty of re- 
ceiving strong impressions and tran 
them with enthusiasm. This attitude may 
be judged from the titles of the pictures;

Switzerland’s Two Schools. - 


Switzerland {s another country whose ave 
as shown here will offer some surpriges to’ 
Americans. Two classes of painting seem 
to predominate here. One is a. achool of 
landscape, the outgrowth of faithful ob- 
servation of surroundings such as few ¢oun- 
tries can offer, and the other is another 
development of “lart nouveau,” of which 
one hears 80 much, and of which symbolism, 
archaism, and decorative feeling are the 
chief factors. Carlos Schwab, Ernest Bieler, _ 
and Ferdinand Hodler are its, principal ex- 
ponents, 

Holland, Belgium, Norway, and Sweden 
have made excellent showings, but offer 
practically nothing that is new. Many of 
the same artists who exhibited at Chicago ~ 
in 1898 are represented by work which seems 
searcely to have changed In character or 
quality, and in some cases they have sent 
the identical works which were shown at 
the World's Fair. The samé is true of

Russia’s Large Exhibit. 
has one of the. larger exhibitions 
by nations. In mumerical im- 
thane it follows the United States and 
Austria-Hungary, and precedes Great Brit- 
= and Germany. Artistically Jt does mot 
the standard of the Russian exhibit 
at the World's Fair. . 

Japanese art is not so well represented in 
the fine art section as in Chicago, for the 
reason that its exhibit is composed chiefly 
of paintings, and the carvings, enamels;and 
lacquers which formed so interesting a part 
of the World’s Fair exhibit have been cias- 
sified under the head of decoration, fur-_ 
niture, and divers industries and are ex- 
hibited on the Esplanade des - Invaiides. 
‘The paintings are for the most part in water- 
colors on silk, and present a curtous 
formity of tone on, account of the silk, which 
4s frequently allowed to serve asa back-

Reached easily -by trolley car through 
Bvanston, or by railroad, it is so near as to 
allow the city man who keeps his family in 
the country during ethe summer to spend 
‘not only Sunday but Saturday afternoon 
and part of Monday morning as well, with- | 
out absenting himself .from his office in 
business hours. 


The old Lake Bluff, the site of the annual 
Methodist encampment and meetings, is 
well known to thousands of Chicagoans. 
This year, however, the camp ground is 
abandoned. The number of resorters who 
spend Sunday afternoon in the surf or 
lounging on the sand has steadily increased 
until now on that day of rest the beach in 
front of the bath houses is likely to be 
fairly crowded. ‘‘ Stop at Lake Bluff and

~ Lake Bluff is thirty miles north of Chi- 


cago. When the Methodist camp grounds - 


were established there they were in a 
dense forest at the top of a bluff nearly 
100 feet high, on the side of the bay that 
makes in between Waukegan and Grosse 
Point. Numerous deep, shady ravines cut 
through the bluff to the water’s edge. Elm, 
oak, and other deciduous trees made up 
the woods, and the whole was a wilderness. 
Through this streets have been laid out, 
sidewalks built, a water system installed, 
and hotels and cottages, the latter by hun- 
dreds, erected. The latter are exact models 
of those to be found at Asbury Grove, Mass., 
and at any of the other Eastern camp 


| grounds—varying from the tiny one-room 


wooden shelters to pretentious houses. For 
the most part they are fanciful, thinly 
sheathed shells, in which one can lounge 
and live in semi-Indian style comfortably 
in hot weather. To build these has not re- 

uired the destruction of the forests, and 
the great elms still shelter the entire settle- 
ment and afford resting places for countless 
‘songbirds. Over the ravines rustic bridges 
have been thrown, and deep down in the 
shades run forest paths, hidden from ob- 
servation, leading from the uplands to the

Wilmette, where for years it ran on the 
edge of the bluff, it has been set back half 
a block in order that the bluff land might 
be sold for bujlding sites. At Lake Biuff, 
however, this has been avoided, and the 
land at the crest has been preserved as a 
public park, from which the whoie beautiful 
vista of lake and shore from Waukegan 


around to Evanston can be observed. _ |. 


In this shady park, grass-grown and cool, 
are always to be found idlers and picnickers 
attracted by the panorama. The great, in- 
describable lake, changing in hue from sun- 
rise to sunset, and from sunset to sunrise, 
has for them a never ending fascination. In 
the early hours it reflects the rising sun. It 
turns deep blue and green as the sun moves 
southward and as the big passenger steam- 
ers from Chicago pass far out on the horizon 
—so far out that they are invisible from the 
foot of the bluff. Then, as the sun starts 
down in the west the water becomes pale 
blue, until at the horizon it merges with the 


, boat by hard experience. Canoeing om the 
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the line at oe Bluff is not dependent entirely’ on it 
for summer recreation.. There are golf 
grounds within easy reach, .tennis and 
croquet and‘ other outdoor sports, and bi- 
cycling roads in three directions. There are 
hops in the evenings—now. no-longer under 
‘the ban of campn-meeting disapproval—there 
is everything, in short, except steamer trips 
to other points.along the shore. Fort Sher- 
idan, Lake Forest, and the region north of 
Waukegan can be reached by trolley but 
‘not by steamer. Years ago there w piers 
at Highland Park and at Fort Sheridan at 
which steamers touched frequently, but 
thes@ have. fallen into decay or have been 
destroyed by the ice, and the coast is still 
clear for the venturesome mariner who will 
build a short landing and carry the shore 
people out to sea. 

As Bostonians go out to Salem Willows 
and to Bass Point and Nahant, and as New- 
Yorkers go to North Beach and to the many 
resorts near the lower bay and on the Long 
Island shore, so Chicagoans ld be able 
to reach Lake Bluff, the only point on their 
own side of the lake where they can find 
a public bluff with public bathing-houses. 
That they are coming to realize the good 
times that are to be had is evidenced by 
great numbers who daily journey north- 
ward, and who come back laden with golden 
rod and wild asters, with the curl gone 
from their hair and with an . ed 
sunburn on thelr features. 


sky and one can-scarcely detect 
which they meet. The stars come out and 
are reflected in the water on still nights, 
and the Lake Bluffers.sit. on the benches 
at the top of the hill and watch. 

There are other days when the northeast 
wind drives great surges against.the beach, 
and when from the summit miles of breakers 
and rollers’ can be seen, white, and gray, 
and dark green, as they are farther and 
farther from shore. After dark on’ such a 
day, even though the wind is cold, the entire 
population of the resort is to be found on 
the bluff, literally drinking in ’’ the wild- 
ness and the grandeur of the night. Surf 
bathing in such a gale Is fine sport, and lHfe 
lines and posts, such as are familiar at the 
seashore, have been established to prevent 
those who cannot swim being carried away 
by the undertow. 

Bathing and boating are at all times the 
chief sports of Lake Bluff,, as they deserve 
to be at any resort, and there is nowhere 
better facilities for either. Surf-riding in 
rowboats is the most exciting pastime, and 
is indulged in a second time only by those 
who have learned the management of a

| Arctic Experts Fear Stein 
and His Companions 
Have Perished. 


‘HAD LITTLE CASH. } 


Tried to Raise Money by Sell- 
ing Honors in Geograph. 
ical Names. 


FREAK IN EXPLORING. 


XIETY is felt as to the fate 
of the party of three Arctic 
explorers who left the United 
States last summer the 
Peary relief steamer, Diana. 
They sailed from Sidney, C. B., 
in charge of Dr. Robert Stein 
of the United States Geological 
Survey and landed in August.last on the 
ractically unknown coast of Ellesmere 

d,-just below Cape Sabine in 78 degrees 


45 minutes north, and between the seventy- 


third and seventy-fourth degrees of longti- 
tude west. 

The party is in no way connected with 
TAeutenant Peary and the Peary Arctic club, 


end répresents an independent effort on 
the part of Dr. Stein and his two companions, 


Dr. Leopold Kann of New York and Samuel 
Warmbath of Boston, to explore the great 
unknown lands which le to the north of 
our continent. -It is the character of the 
men engaged in this hazardous work, their 


“Mtter inexperience in Arctic life, the in- 


adequate supplies with which they are fur- 
, and the additional and most im- 

rtant fact that they will in all probability 
forced to continue indefinitely their 
habitation in Arctic regions where they 


‘hed gone poorly equipped for a year at 


the most, that all who are acquainted with 


ihe members of the party and their pur- 


pose are anxious as to their fate. : 
In July of last year Dr. Stein and his two 


companions, who had met for the first time 
@ week before embarking, took passage for 


$500 aboard the Diana. It was not until 
within a couple of days of landing that Stein 
informed Mr. H. L. Bridgman of the Peary 
Arctic club, who was in charge of the ves- 


sel, that he had made no arrangernents for 


returning this summer, but that he anticipat- 
ed coming back on the relief boat which ac- 


cording to program goes to the Arctic this 


summer. It was not until after Stein had 
been landed that Lieutenant Peary an- 
nounced his change of program, whereby 
the Windward, which sails this summer from 
St. Johns, N. F., is to remain north until 
he has completed his exploration and — 

Ce- 
cordingly this means of returning is out of 
question for Stein and his party. It is now al- 
most too late to charter a_e ship 
and reach him .this year. Moreover, 
absolutely no steps have been taken to do 
this, and there is no one who would be will- 
ing to bear the considerable expense at- 
tached to such an expedition. Practically 
Stein’s only chance lies in the ote possi- 


bility that Peary has already reached the pole 


and is now awaiting the Windward to re- 
turn to America. 


Stein’s Peculiar Ideas. 

‘ ‘Phe account that Was brought back by the 
geographers and scientific men who accom- 
panied the Diana last year, as well as a 
knowledge of Stein’s peculiar ideas of arc- 
tic exploration, cause those who are ar- 
quainted with the leader of this latest and 
perhaps foolhardy arctic exploration the 
most fear. If it were not for the possibility 
of a sequel of terrible tragedy the prelim- 
inary account of Stein's trip of exploration 
into the far north would be as amusing as it 
is unique. 

In 1897 Stein first obtained leave from the 

United States Geological Survey, where for 
fifteen years he had been employed as a 
stenographer and typewriter and as a trans- 
He then accom- 
panied one of the Peary steamers and spent 
& month fn the neighborhood of Wilcox Head 
and Devil's Thumb. He returned to the 
United States imbued with the idea that he 
Bhould become an arctic explorer. 

, At the survey Stein was spoken of as a man 
who was constantly exploiting some start- 
ling and chimeri@a—scheme of his own. As 
instance of copyrighted pamphlet 


referred to whith he printed in 1898 at his 


Own expense. This was addressed to the 
press and people of the country and pur- 
ported to nominete Fitzhugh Lee and Dewey 
for the Presidency on a national ticket 


+ which was to be indorsed by both Democrats 


and Republicans. With lesser subjects than 
great national and international questions 
Stein rarely dealt. He exploited his ideas in 
the press when he could find a publisher; 
otherwise he published them in pamphlet 
form at his own expense. He seemed to 


‘@hafe at the lack of considera 
by the public. him 


ed Stein’s Arctic Diving Suit. 
' ut three years ago he called on 
Admiral George Melville, the sth 
“arctic explorer, and stating that he believed 
‘that failure in past arctic exploration had 
come from improper dress, proceeded to un- 
‘Told a scheme that he had for dressing ex- 
Plorers in a kind of arctic diving suit, the 
garment being a. pneumatic affair, made 
entirely of rubber and fashioned to cover the 
Whole body. Stein's idea was that the gar- 
-ment should be airtight and his invention 
provided that a pair of bellows attached to 
the feet of the wearer would serve to force 
air along pipes running around the body and 
leading to the mouth. An escape valve was 


» Provided for the exhausted air. Stein had 


other ingenious accessories which, in his 
opinion, would change arctic exploration 
from a grim and terrible business to a com- 


fortable existence. 


Several years ago considerable attention 
Was attracted to a unique proposition con- 


© tained in a circular letter addressed by Stein 


to various people throughout the country 
who were interested in arctic exploration. In 
this an offer was made to reward contribu- 
tors to a fund for an arctic expedition to be 
Jed by Stein. The idea was to name moun- 
tains which would be discovered by the party 
miter the subscribers. 

A sliding scale was adopted and it was 
Promised that the largest subscriber was to 
have named for him the tallest mountain dis- 
eovered. A donor of $1,000 to the fund was 
guaranteed immortalization for his name by

On his way up in 1897 Stein had made an 
arrangement with Peary whereby for $500

taxidermist and naturalist of Boston. Both

Several scientific societies and a number 
of persons interested in arctic exploration 
assisted Stein, and altogether he was able 
to raise something like $800. Neither Warm- 


bath nor Kahn. was well-to-do and little

Must Concentrate Rays, 


** But even the strongest summer 
is of no use as a curative agent in skin 
diseases unless some means is found of so 
concentrating the ray@ on to the 
Part that its healing effect will be greatiy 
augmented. The patients are exposed te 
sunlight in the summer when the sky is 
bright, and on dull days to the light of elec. 
tric arc lamps of fifty to eighty amperes. 

“The apparatus has to make the light 
stronger, but it is also designed with a view ~ 
to cooling the rays, so that they do not 
burn the skin. It consists of a lens, made 
up of a plain glass and a curved one: be 
tween the two is a light blue and weak am. 
moniacal solution of copper sulphate. The 
heat rays (known as the ultra-red, red, and 
yellow rays of the spectrum) have a par. 
ticularly strong heating effect, while their 
germ-killing power is insignificant. These, 
then, are cut off by the lens, while the 
strength of the blue, violet, and ultra-violet 
rays, which have a destroying influence on 
bacteria, are hardly impaired by passing 
through the blue Hquid.

‘In the center of an iron ring is 
lamp, and radiating out from this fein» | 
tubes for the concentration of the light on te 
the four patients. These tubes, which look 
like telescopes, are fitted with lenses of 
quartz.

It should, however, be mentioned 
that the light rays as concentrated by the 
instruments described above are still too 
warm to be applied to the skin without hurt- 
ing it. To get over this difficulty the skin 
has to be cooled in order to avoid burniig, 
and this is done by means of a curious little 
dish. This is a plate of quartz and a plain 
eonvex lens of quartz; to each of the four 
arms is fastened an élastic band, by means 
of which the whole plate is pressed against 
the skin. 

** Cold water is made to run into one of the 
tubes and out of the other, and in this way 
the skin ts cooled so that it can stand the 
strongest light.

The open air 
sunlight treatment has been tried, but fine 
weather cannot always be relied upon ee 
ing the English summer, and, therefore, 
indoor treatment will be most generally em- 
ployed. :
